Vets Insurance 


Now Reinstated 


In Easy Manner 


Reinstatement and conversion of 


yearly renewal term insurance by 
veterans of the World war has been 
made much easier under the pro- 
visions of an amendment to the 
world war veterans act approved 
by the president last July, accord- 
ing to F. L. Fassett. a member of 
the national legislative committee 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wart. 
Mten who were disabled during the 
war and whose insurance has lapsed 
can reinstate under extremely fav- 
orable conditions, he declared. 


According to word which Mr 


Fassett has just received 
from 


Washington, the amendment ap- 
proved by the president provides 
that where an applicant lor rein- 
statement of insurance is disabled 
either the term or converted insur- 
ance can be reinstated. The- dis- 
ability must, however, have orig- 
inated in the service 
A further 


pro-vision requires the applicant to 
furnish proof that he is not totally 
or permanently disabled 


In the e\ ent an applicant is un- 


able to pay all or any part of the 
?remiums m arrears as required by 
:he amendment, arrangements can 
:>e made to make the amount a debt 
against the insurance, proof first 
having been furnished of the in- 
ability to pay. In suhc cases in- 
terest •would be charged at 5 per 
cent compounded annually. 


Applications 
for 
reinstatement 


must be made on or before July 
2, 1927, or within two years after 
the insurance was lapsed or can- 
celled. Yearly renewable insurance 
cannot be reinstated after that date, 
lowever.

MADISON, Neb., Dec 3 —(By tlie 


Associated Press )—J9hn Wehenkel, 
who started testifying- in his own 
behalf Wednesday noou in his trial 
here xon a first degree murder 
charge in connection with the slay- 
Ing of .Arthur Carrico at 
Tilden, 


last June 30, finished his testimony 
late Friday. 
His testimon> covered his entire 


life. He said he m-m-ied Mrs. Clara 
Valbrecht, his present wife, In 1907. 
He claimed the fatherhood of three 
of his wife's children, but stated 
'that Carrico was the father of the 
fourth child. 


He declared that early m 1922, 


rumors came to 
him about his 


wife's 
conduct with Carrico 
and 
that one evening in March of that 
year he saw his wife and Carrico 
come out of a garage together in 
Newman Grove. He further stated 
that early in 1924 he went to Mis- 
sion, S. D., and upon his return to 
Newman Grovn he found Carrico in 
his home, and that on another oc- 
casion that Cameo and Wehenkel's 
wife went to Norfolk together, re- 
turning: after midnight. 


Wehenkel said he suffered an in- 


jury in February, 1925, when 
a 


horse fell on him, and his injuries 
-were treated at 
Alnsworth and 


later at an Omaha hospital. 
Upon 


leaving- the Omaha 
hospital, ho 


stated he found his wife living: with 
Carrico in South Sioux City. Later 
In 1925, Wehenkel said, he went to 
Mission and when he returned to 
Madison county he found his wife 
and Carrico living together in Nor- 
folk 
' 
Pleads With Carrico. 


At that time, he asserted, he went 


to the home to see his children and 
pleaded with Carrico to leave his 
family alone. He testified further 
that prior to Christmas, 1925, his 
famil} -nas destitute and that Cai- 
ico had deserted his family; that he 
•worried about his \vife and child- 
ren and TV as unable to aid them on 
account of the injury he had re- 
ceived which made it impossible 
for him to do manual labor. 
t 
Wehenkel testified that earl} this 


3 ear he took his wife to Stanton to 
s»e her mother, and when 
his 


mother-in-law died a short 
time 


Irter. he accompanied liln wife 
to 


the' funeral, but their children did 
n.ot attend the funeral as they did 
not have suitable clothing. 


After iiie funeral of his mother- 


in-law, Mrs. A. H. Schmidt, he s>ald 
he went to Tlldtn to sell a radio set, 
but failed to make the sale. While 
In Tilden lie &aid. ho went to Car- 
rico, who was working in the C. F. 
Johnson garage and asked him to 
support Mrs. Wehenkel and 
the 


children. On June 29, the defendant 
said, he spent the night at the John 
Hawks home, but was unable to 
sleep until about 6 a. m., because 
of worry about his 
children and 


their needs. 


Says W»« Thr«»t»ncd. 


Wehenkel declared Carrico had 
told him to keep away because he 
was done with his outfit and that 
unless he kept away he would get 
filled with lead. Whenkel 
stated 
that on the morning of the shooting 
he 
went to Ezra Meon's ome, 


stayed there until 2 p. m , and then 
went to. C. A. Cunningham's to try 
to sell him a radio set. Finding that 
the radio set needed some distilled 
water, Wehenkel said he went to 
the Johnson garage, where Car- 
rico filled a bottle which was taken 
back to Cunningham. Wehenkel said 
he then got' in his car and while 
seated there "he thought of his chil- 
dren and their needs, and decided 
to make one more appeal to Carrico. 
He went back to the garage and 
found Carrico working under 
an 


automobile. When he made the ap- 
peal to Carrico, Wehenkel stated, 
that 
Carrico 
declared that 
he 


would soon be loose and he would 
marry his giri at Nehgh and for 
Wehenkei to take pare of his own 
red headed wife. 
, 


He testified that he did not re- 


member what followed other than 
that he 
found 
himself at 
Ezra 


Meon's home where he was arrested. 


After SVehenkel had completed 
his testimony se-\ eral other defense 
witnesses were called. 
John 
Harrold, 
Newman Grove, 


testified to seeing Carrico and Mrs. 
Wehenkel together, als6 that at dif- 
ferent times he had dealings with 
Wehenkel and had talked with him 
when he thought Wehenkel 
acted 


George H Gutru, Newman Grove, 


testified to the same, as did Wil- 
liam _L. Dowling, a Madison attor- 
ney. 
J. A Simanson Newman Grove, 


said that Wehenkel acted strangely 
and in a way that indicated his 
mind was not sound.

Foreign Concessions Will Be 


Confirmed. Embassy An- 


nouncement Declares. 


American Officials Are At 


Sea As tovExact Meaning 


Of "Plain-Facts." 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—(By the 


Associated Press )—The Mexican 
embassy tossed a new factor into 
the whiilpool of the dispute over 
Mexican land-and oil laws Thurs- 
day which left state department of- 
ficials completely at sea as to what 
it portends. 
, 
On its face, the embassy 
an- 
nouncement, headed "Plain Facts 
Concerning the Mexican Oil LAWS," 
seems to wipe out 
many of 
the 
points in dispute 'which 
brought 
American-Mexican relations to an 
admittedly critical deadlock on ap- 
plication of the new laws to Am- 
erican oil and mining companies in 
Mexico. It asserts the intention of 
the Mexico City government to ap- 
ply its new laws and regulations, 
when they become effective In Jan- 
uary, "preferentiallj.," so far as for- 
eign companies are Concerned, with- 
out confiscatory retroactive en- 
forcement of provisions of the Mex- 
ican constitution nationalizing nat- 
ural resources 
Because of the informal character 


of this, supplement to the formal 
diplomatic correspondence already 
published, state department officials 
would make no comment. It took 
them by surprise and was promptly 
subjected to close stud3'. Whether 
It foreshadows resumption of. the 
formal discussion and escape from 
the crisli which might have result- 
ed if the new laws and regulations 
had been enforced to the letter 
against American companies could 
not be learned. 
Specifically, the embassy state- 


ment says foreign rights acquired 
through , exploitation work 
begun 


prior to May 1, 1917, the date on 
which the new construction went 
into 
effect, 
"will 
be confirmed 


through" governmental 
concessions 


on application within one year-sfrom 
Decembei 31, 1925. 


To Confirm Concessions. 


"The concessions through which 


the goveinment 
-nil! confirm 
the 
rights of foreign -companies "nil! 
have exactly the same duration as 
the original rights, being either for 
the entire life of the company, or 
for the time pro-* ided in the con- 
tracts on which those rights are 
based," the statement continues. 


"The 
goi eminent has 
declared 
that i« cases in which interests of 
foreigners are involved, the alien 
land law and Its regulations shall 
be applied preferentially." 


Limitation of these concessions to 


, a fifty-year ter.m was a major is- 
sue in the official correspe'ndence, 
yet the 
embassy statement 
next 
states that the fifty year conces- 
sions "are granted 
solely for the 
Purpose of confirming rights as>-~ 
quired by Mexican companies be- 
fore May 1. ,1917. 


"Rights acquired prior to May I, 


1917, by foreign companies will be 
confirmed by the Mexican govern- 
ment oot 
only without cost, 
but 


without the declaration renouncing 
diplomatic protection required by 
the law for future acquisitions," the 
statement adds. 


The correspondence between the 
two 
governments failed to. bring 


about tun agreement that American 
nationals should not be required to 
waive such rights under penalty of 
forfeiture, 
while 
the 
statement 
seems to narrow the application of 
the law In that respect to "future 
acquisitions" only.

GRAND ISLAND, Neb., Dec. 3.— 


Whether sugar beet growers will 
receive more than the ?6 per 
ton. 
guaranteed them at the local plant 
of the American Beet Sugar com- 
pany by participating contract plan 
depends largely upon the result of 
the world's sugar ciop, according 
to A. J. Denman, manager of the lo- 
cal factory. Additional payments, 
if they are made, will depend on the 
average sugar content of the beets 
and the selling price of sugar, the 
latter extending tp October 1, 1927, 
when the contract expires 


This year the average sugar con- 
tent has leached 12.65 per 
cent 
Sugar priced at 6 cents and sugar 
content at 13 per cent stil! fall bo- j 
low the minimum guarantee of 
' 
per ton. When, however, the bugar 
price rises to 6% cents, even though 
the average sugar content remains 
at 13 per cent, the grower will be

"The Nebraska guaranty law," 


Howard gald, "has been of such 
vast value to the people of my 
state, that I am impelled by sense 
of duty to make effort to give to 
the people of other states a pio- 
tection of their deposits in national 
banks as certain as the protection 
carried by that law in Nebaska 
state banks.

full-blooded Chlppewa Indians—lost 
in the sense that it cannot trace its 
descent and therefore2does not share 
in the pension money which Uncle 
Same distributes periodically to his 
Indian waids—is one of the puzzles 
•which western. Wisconsin has thrust 
Into the hands of the United States 
Indian bureau. 


This little band of a hundred 


Chippewas has been settled on the 
bankts of the St. Croix river, near 
Danbury. for many years. "From 
•what reservation it wandered, has 
never been discovered -And~on the 
1 racing of this descent dest tbe 
Indians' claim to government sup- 
port. 


The band has not been passive in 
its claims 
Five years ago Mortin 
Sangates, then chieftain, and Tom 
Stone went to Washington to urge 
action. Two years ago Bungo (li-

Stevens, remembers clearly the mi- 
gration twenty years ago from the 
Mille Lacs region of Minnesota, 
where their forefathers had hunted 
and lived for centuries. 
Industrious and peaceful, the In- 
diana men and women of the last 
Chlppewa band suggest only slight- 
ly the primitive, nomadic Indians of 
American frontier days Their fiery 
temperaments, however make them- 
selves felt in the patient, almost 
sullen tones in which they converse 
with 
visitors. 
And the 
crude 
methods and instruments 
which 


they still employ in rnany of their 
tasks indicate that white civiliza- 
tion has not subdued or altered 
them completely. 
Apparently, su- 


perficially it has changed them, but 
internally they still are Indians with 
unmixed tribal blood flowing Mg- 
orously in their -\eins. 


Whereever these Chippewas wan- 
der in search of work, they aJ-wa>s 
return to their Danbury settlement 
to live. That is-their home—the 
only home the lost tribe lemembers. 
Their clothing is modem 
So also 


are many of their foods and uten- 
sils. But the squaws keep their pa- 
pooses strapped tightly to boards In 
the- traditional Tndian fashion that 
prevents all movement, and Tshen 
they work they carry the babes on 
their backs. In the hut tht board is 
hung on ropes and it sei\e& as a 
convenient hammock for lulling the 
infant to sleep. .

The expression of sentiment which designates law- 


lessness as the most menacing condition which con- 
fronts this country is representative of thought among 
students of social developments. "We have been grave- 
ly alarmed by the 'increasing disregard for law. Bar 
organizations throughout the country have directed 
attention to it. The press, the 
pulpit, and 
other 


ag-encles have added their voice to the constant ap- 
peal for better law observance. 


It has been largely in vain. 
There is little reverence for^law. 
As a people we have rotten to the stage where we 


obey law only to the extent that it does not inter- 
fere with our personal desires, or bring down a storm 
of wrath upon our head. But as a people we are not 
conscious of the majesty of the law. We are not im- 
pressed with the thought that when we ignore a law 
it means infringement upon society's rights. A bet 
ter illustration of this cannot be found than in th 
matter of traffic regulation. The ordinances relating 
to speeding are openly flaunted by 
thousands o 


people In this country, endangering the lives of oth 
ers, because most of us have come to believe tha 
restraints placed upon us are unnecessary and im 


. proper. 


The National Economic league submitted thre<

They sought to reach an explanation for 
the failure of the American people to observe law 
The questions and answers follow;

There are too many laws today. 
Legislatures 


have been blindly seeking to correct every weakness 
of human nature through statutory enactment with- 
out considering the elements involved. It has been 
sufficient to put a law upon the books, whether it 
represents the crystallized sentiment of those who are 
supposed to obey it, or not. No law can be realij 
effective unless It represents the overwhelming opin- 
ion of 90 per cent of those who are supposed to be 
governed by its mandate. 


It is also true there are conspicuous and glaring 


sases of laxity in law enforcement. Too maray men 
have been permitted to grain a place in public life 
who assume their responsibility ends when election is 
Dver. They are strong upon promises before the bal- 
lot is taken and short on performance after the count 
has been made. 


These factors are contributing causes to lawless- 


ness tpday. But the most dangerous factor of all is 
the state of public mind. Until we abandon that phil- 
osophy that we will obey only such laws as we see fit 
to observe, there will be no -wholesome respect for 
(aw in America. Tlie law is not something- detached 
and removed from us. It is a part of our spirit and 
our thought. It is no stronger than the devotion 
which we show it. The American people must come 
to understand the fountain of justice before they can 
hope to correct the abuses -which admittedly exist. 


THE EXPERTS AGAIN DISAGREE. 


The public at large gets another good example of 


the value of so-called "expert testimony" in court 


• from the Contradictory statements made by members 


of the dental profession in the local trial involving 
the reasons for withholding a professional license 
from an applicant who claims to be the victim «f-.-un> 
fair discrimination. 


According to the dental board member who gave 


the unsatisfactory marking-, a tooth filling made by 
the applicant as part of his piactlcal work in tho 
state examination was not up to standard. ' 
This 


diagnosis is confirmed by several practitioners -who 
looked at tire filling after it was put In. 


Other dentists, however, assert that they also in- 


spected the filling and found it satisfactory. A third 
jrroup. In answer to a series of "hypothetical 
ques- 


tions" each 1,000 to 1,500 words in length, were of the 
opinion that the -work was properly done, although 
not claiming- to have first hand knowledge of it gained 
from a personal scrutiny. 


Incidentally, the patient herself declared that the 


filling:, which was made nearly 6 months ago, has 
stood up In good shape and given her no trouble. 
\ It is quite evident that not all of the eminent pro- 
fessional men whose diverse views of the matter have 
been presented to the court could be right Their con- 
flicting- testimony, split about half and half. Is not 
likely to aid the magistrate to any great extent In 
arriving at his decision. It looks as though he would 
have to fall back on plain facts and common sense. 
Perhaps what tho owner of the tooth had to say about 
it will carry more weight than all the professional 
men's wisdom put together.

other poultry raisers and concer^d effort upon their 
part to stop the depredations of chicken thieves, who 
have been successfully operating- in this state for 


' months, are bringing results. News dispatches 


Thursday tell of the arrest of the members of two 
different gangs of hen house robbers, all of those 
taken having admitted 'their guilt. This is of course 
highly gratifying, for within the last year or two 
Nebraska poultry breeders have lost thousands of 
dollars' worth of' fowls, few of tl.e" thieves having 
been apprehended and punished. 


It would appear that this despicable system of 


robbery could liave been broken "up long ago if 
buyers of poultry had been as careful and, as vigilant 
as they shold have been. Suspicion should immedi- 
ately be aroused when a stranger appears with a 
hundred or more head of high class Rhode Island 


the dealer should do 
record of the trans- 


In most cases official 


investigation could be made without the knowledge 
of the seller and if this course had been pursued there 
is reason to believe that many of those who have/ 
been making a business of robbing roosts could have 
been apprehended long ago. 


A quarter of a century ago the carrying away of 


a pen of chickens would have been "such small busi- 
ness as not to attract one who expected to live by 
thieving, nor would the loss of the birds have been a 
serious one. Now, however, hens are real money and 
they are depended upon to furnish a substantial part 
of the farm income. 
Nebraska breeders have built 


up flocks from 
the best strains to be found in the 


country, this being: done with the expenditure of much 
time and money. The loss, therefore, when all of 
their birds are taken from them is far greater than 
the money value of the poultry sold for killing- pur- 
poses only. 


It is to be hoped that the rounding up' of the 


gangs in Gage and Otoe counties is but the beginning 
and there is reason to believe that now that owners 
and officials are thoroughly aroused, there will soon 
be an end to this sort of thievery in Nebraska.

Market Critics Are

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.--C/P)—Reports 


from -Iowa criticizing the 
Chicago 


grain market for a verdict in 
a 
recent case in which grain mixing 
was charged, were branded as mis- 
leading- last'night AJH a letter to all 
members of congress from the Chi- 
cago board of trade. 


The letter results from an inves- 


tigation by the Iowa industrial com- 
mission, ordered by Governor Ham- 
mill, into a case in which a grain 
company was charged with mixing 
an inferior quality of grain with a 
bin of rye. This report, which as- 
sailed the board of trade, was sent 
to members of congress. 


At the time grain dealers here 


termed the investigation a political 
move and accused the lowans of 
beating- down the price of corn by 
sending- out reports that there was 
too much corn and maintained that 
Iowa politicians thus had injured 
the farmer. 


Last night's statement sketched 
the rye case, declaring that under 
Illinois laws all grain must be in- 
specte<? and graded by the 
state 


grain department under the Illinois 
commerce commission and under 
federal supervision. 
The exchange, 


said the statement, does not deter- 
mine grades, 
but 
throws further 


safeguards around state and federal 
inspection by regulations of Its own.

The search- 
ers gathered at the spot and in 
awed whispers told one another 
that Chris Olson's dream had come 
true.

repeat the number. If she does not 
clearly understand the number as 
given, she is supposed to ask the 
calling- party to s've his .number 
by saying "what number please?" 


"Another reason for the new prac- 


tice, "said Mr. Brewster.. "is that 
in the past there have been many 
wrong numbers caused by subscrib- 
ers failing- to correct improper repi- 
tition on calls misunderstood 
by 


operators. On the old basis the ex- 
tra repeating on thousands of calls 
involved much time which is saved 
as well as it relieves some voice 
strain. which has a direct bearing 
on the pleasing and clear speech of 
the operators."

LONDON Dec. 3—(U. P.)—An- 


cient methods of punishment for un- 
faithful harem wives still survive In 
Turkestan, according to Lieutenant- 
Colonel P. T. Etherton, noted trav- 
eler and explorer who recently re- 
turned from a tour of that country. 


"In the heart of Asia," Etherton 


declared, "there is a formidablae 
punishment for she who is detected 
in unfaithfulness. The lady is seat- 
ed upon a donkey, facing its tail: 
her face is blackened and she is 
then led through the bazaars ex- 
posed to the jeers of the crowd. A 
crier precedes the donkey proclaim- 
ing the enormity of her crime. 


"After being the butt for all kinds 


of missels, for a distance of two 
miles she is naturally in a horrible 
state. One ruler took relentless ac- 
tion against an offender, for he had 
the lady bundled in a sack and 
beaten to death -with clubs. 


"For 
Moslems the Koran lays 


down that they shall have only four 
wives, but no limit is placed on the 
number of concubines- In Turkestan 
there is greater freedom for the 
women, while, with the exception of 
Persia, it is the only Moslem coun- 
try where the system of temporary 
marriage prevails and women can 
break away from one harem and 
enter another.

"These marriages are arranged by 


a go-between. They are carried out 
by a priest and a divorce is- pre- 
pared at the same trrrieV A "woman 
after separation from ^this tempo- 
rary husband cannot' contract a sec- 
ond marriage until after 100 days 
lave elapsed.

marrying- again on the sertngth of 
her first document of divorce and 
the procedure is repeated as she al-
